“I got by all right as long 
as Major Mefford wrote my 
briefs and prepared my speech- 
es,” says Mr. Leake, But the 
Major died in -1902. 

He had trouble with his 
eyes, and a specialist told: him 
he should do virtually no read- 
ing for two years. Memory 
happily resolved, therefore, to 
give up the practice of law. 
He joined with a boyhood 
friend, Frank Goodlett, in the 
purchase of a lumber mill. 
This venture was a failure, but 
the partnership was reorganiz- 
ed into the Leake and Goodlett 
Lumber Company in 1904, with 
Goodlett handling the whole- 
sale and Leake the’ retail busi- 
ness. ` ' 


Perfected Trademark 

Memory had always been a 
great believer in honest ad- 
vertising, just letting the peo- 
ple know what one had to offer. 
Realizing the advantage of 
some insignia for the firm 
which would stick in the peo- 
ple’s mind, he suggested a hu- 
morous tie-up between two 
types of pine lumber sold by 
the firm and the physical char- 
acteristics of the partners. 
Goodlett was an even six feet 
and weighed 105 pounds; Leake 
weighed twice as much, with 
only five feet four. Exaggerat- 
ed sketches of “Long Leaf” 
Goodlett and “Short Leaf” 
Leake decorated letterheads 
| and was used in all advertis- 
| ing. The trademark became so 
| well known that envelopes with 
| the insignia were delivered 
| even without address to Leake 
and Goodlett. 

He found numerous uses for 
| the short cuts of lumber and 
brought them up in carload 
lots, to the great profit of the 
business. He became known 
among lumbérmen as the 





| “Short Length King.” 


He developed a plan for 
small wageearners to buy lots, 
paying a few dollars weekly, 
then he would build them 
houses to be paid for in the 
same way. Leake delighted to 
help people build homes who 
would not normally be able to 
have them. Another specialty 
was helping Negro congrega- 
tions get church buildings and 
pay for them as they were 
able.

emory Leake was convert- 
ed At the age of twelve and 
jo the First Baptist Church 
in Tipelo. He became a deacon 
at the age of eighteen. After 
returning to Tupelo he was 
made superintendent of the 
Junior Department in the Sun- 
day School and this work he 
continued with unique success, 
at First later at Calvary 
Baptist Church, for thirty-five 
years.

Prohibition Pictured As Far 


Preferable To Legalization 


: By C. M. Day, 
Director of Temperance 

The temperance cause in 
Mississippi is not what one 
could hope fọr. The abortive 
manner in which advocates of 
legal liquor circumvent the in- 
tent and spirit of the prohibi- 
tion laws of Mississippi is rep- 
rehensible. This is indeed dis- 
tressing. 

However, we afe blessed in 
many ways’ when compared 
with other states that have 
legal liquor. Facts prove ’pro- 
hibition to be desirable as op- 
posed to legal spirits. The Fed- 
eral Government reports show 
that some states have 12 times 
more seizùre of moonshine 
stills, and hence many times 
more bootlegging. 

Af proof is that the 
crime’ rate for Mississippi is 
fax below our neighborifg 
States which have. legalized 
liquor. Total offenses cited by 
J. Edgar Hoover, Uniform 
Crime Report, 1959, place 
Alabama, Arkansas, Louisiana 
and Tennessee above Missis- 
sippi in crimes committed. The 
same is true for metropolitan 
areas, as cited from the same 
report. : 

Mississippi again is last in 
crimes - committed. We cite 
these states because of their 
proximity and similar envir- 
onment to our own state. : 

Mississippi stands at the 
bottom of the list in per capita 
consumption of alcohol in beer. 
The national average in gal- 
lons consumed is 14.7, while 
Mississippi's per capita con- 
sumption is 4.6 gallons. Beer 
is legal in only 32 counties in 
Mississippi. I am sure this com- 
parison would be different if 
Mississippi had legal beer in 
every county. This proves our 
contention that the greater the 
exposure to an evil the greater 
participation, and it is also 
proof that prohibition is pre- 
ferable to legalization. 

The .temperance effort’ in 
Mississippi is greatly impeded 








by the presence of 1050 Fed- 
eral liquor stamps. This con- 
dition is alarming, bewildering 
and disconcerting, because the 
presence of these stamps can- 
not be used as evidence in pro- 
secuting the law violators. This 
also weakens the cause of pro- 
hibition, and encourages boot- 
legging and disrespect for law 
generally, 

A recent report in the Clar- 
ion-Ledger states that a grand 
jury in Hinds county found liq- 
uor a predominate factor ‘in 
almost every crime coming bè- 
fore it, and a crackdown was 
called for on bootlegging and 
the sale of beer to minors.’ 
Emphasis — we have been 
told by those who -advocate 
legal beer and liquor that mi- 
ners could not buy legal spir- 
its.: 


served in increasing interest in 
the cause of temperance thru- 
out the state. Some of our leg- 
islators have been most active 
and helpful in organizing tem- 
perance groups. We cannot 
stress too strongly the neces- 
sity of every ċhurch and asso- 
ciation having an active tem- 
perance committee and pro- 
gram. ; 

We have been told by mem- 
bers of the temperance com- 
mittee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives that a most desper- 
ate effort will be made to legal- 
ize liquor by the drink at the 
next meeting of the legislature. 
This will put it in restaurants, 
cafes, hotels and motels where 
w men and children will -þe 
subjected to it as a captive 
possible clientele. ; 

With black market tax and 
Federal tax stamps in our 
state, liquor plays a great part 
in commission of crime, A-re- 
cent survey of Parchman pen- 
itentiary by the writer shows 
70.2% of women and 91.6% of 
men are there because of liq- 
uor. i, 

Revenue is one of the main 
arguments used by, advocates 


of legal liquor. However the 
combined revenue from beer 
and black market tax produced 
only 4.44% of the entire’ state 
budget of $135,000,000 for the 
‘biennium 1959-60. Beer revenue 
(414,525,176 bottles and cans 
consumed in Mississippi) pro- 
duced $4,581,107.06, with the 
cost to consumers of $34,357,- 
552.80. 

This, plus another. $30,000,000 
spent for black ma-ket liquor, 
equals to $64,357,552.80. Assum- 
ing that there. are, 1,000,000 
white population,in Mississippi, 
with the 450, members of 
the Baptist churches we would 
be, responsible for 9/20 of the 
money spent for liquor and beer 
which would be 14,480,404.38. ‘ 
This is nearly 6 times the a- 
mount given to the Cooperative
